Adolfo Rodriguez was the 
paly son of a Cuban farmer, who lives nine 
giles outside of Santa Clara, beyond the 
Alls that surround that city to the north. 
{When the revolution broke out young Rodri- 
gues joined the insurgents, leaving a father, 
mother, and two sisters at the farm. He 
was taken two months ago by a force of the 
Guardia Civil, the corps d’elite of the Span- 


inn army, and defended himself when they 


tried to capture him, wounding three of 
them with his machete. He was tried by a 
military court for bearing arms against the 
: nt and sentenced to be shot by @ 
fusilade the next morning before sunrise. 
Previous to execution he was confined in 
the military prison of Santa Clara with 
thirty other insurgents, all of whom were 
gentenced to be shot one after the other on 
mornings following the execution of Rodri- 
gues. His execution took place the morning 
of the 19th at a place half a mile distant 
from the city on the great plain stretching 
from the forts out to the hills over be- 
yond which Rodriguez had lived for nineteen 
jyears. At the time of his death he was 20

Barney Birch, one of the Colliander sus- 
pects, was arrested late last night by De- 
tective Sergeants Hartford and Fitzgerald. 
He was lodged at the Central Station. His 
arrest was due to the direct orders of 
State’s-Attorney Deneen. It is said Birch 
will be indicted charged with being an ac- 
cessory before and after the fact in the 
murder of Colliander. 

After the killing of the Swede Birch fled 
the city and went East. He was arrested 
later by the police of Philadelphia charged 
with stealing a tray of diamonds worth 
$1,500 from a jewelry firm. He was indicted, 
but succeeded in gaining his liberty by giv- 
ing a heavy bond. Birch came back West, 
and since has been mixed up in all sorts of 
trouble with the police. 

Birch was arrested by Sergt. Sauer of the 
East Chicago Avenue Station after the kill- 
ing of Colliander. Inspector Schaack want- 
ed to interview Birch in regard to his al- 


leged connection with the case, It was 


TERRIFIC EXPLOSION OF SEWER GAS, 


Edward P. MoCennell Seriously In- 
jared While Exploring Forty-sev- 
enth Street and Cottage Grove. 


Edward P. McConnell, Secretary of the 
United Telegraph, Telephone and Electric 
company of Hyde Park, was seriously in- 
jured yesterday afternoon by a terrific ex- 
plosion of gas in a manhole. The accident 
happened in an alley in the rear of the tele- 
phone headquarters, No. 479 Cottage Grove 


avenue. 

Mr. McConnell escaped instant death by a 
narrow margin. He was standing directly 
on the center of the manhole cover when 
the explosion came. He was hurled twenty 
feet through the rear door of a building into 
a room where several workmen were eating 
luncheon. 

He was picked up unconscious and taken in 
an ambulance to his home, No. 4359 Lake 
avenue. His face and hands were badly 
burned and his right ankle dislocated. It 
was feared he suffered internal injuries, but 
at a late hour last night he wag resting easily 
and the physicians in attendance said he 
would recover. 

The explosion was due to an accumulation 
of gas in the large conduits that carry 1,000 
electric wires from the office to the alley and 
thence through the alley to Forty-seventh 
@treet. Here the mains of the gas company 
come in contact with the conduit. 

Mr. McConnell and Supt. I. J. Crowley were 
looking for a leak. They went through the 
basement with lighted matches and then to 
the alley. Mr. McConnell had just stepped 


on the manhole cover when the gas ignited

BIG TUG VAN RAALTE CAUGHT IN A 
FLOE, AND IN PERIL, + 


Signals Blaze on the Craft Off Fitty- 
third Street Following a Sound 
Like an Explosion — Tug Jesse 
Spalding Bucks the Gelid Wind- 
rows in an Ineffective Effert at 
Rescue—Ross & Ress Propeller 
Probably Has Thirty Men Aboard. 


The big tug A. C. Ven Raalte ie pinioned in 
an ice floe tn the lake less than two miles 
from shore. When its lights flashed last 


third etreet, drifting, apparently, toward 
the southwest. Its distress and helplessnass 
could not be relieved during the night, al- 
though vailant effort was made. 

Capt. Henry Consaul, commanding the tug 
Jesse Spalding, made the attempt to reach 
the blockaded boat last night. The Spauld- 
ing crunched through the ice upon which 
a beer wagon could be driven with safety, 
and bucked windrows in which the ice lay 
plied from three to six feet deep, and got 
only as far as Twelfth or Fourteenth street. 
Then it turned around and came back. 

The Spalding’s Captain said that with the 
present ice pack on the Chicago shore it was 
impossible to predict when his tug could 
have reached the scene of the trouble, so he

It was very quickly finished with rough 
and, but for one frightful blunder, with 
merciful swiftness.

As the officer gave the first. command. 
“ Make ready,” he straightened himself as 
far as the cords would allow and held up his 
head and fixed his eyes immovably on the 
light which had just begun to show above 
the hills. He made a picture of such pathetic 
helplessness, but of such courage and dig- 
nity, that he reminded me on the instant 
of that statue of Nathan Hale which stands 
in the City Hall Park above the roar of 
Broadway, and teaches a lesson daily to 
the hurrying crowds of money-makers who 
pass beneath. The Cuban’s arma were 
bound as are those of the statue and he 
stood firmly with his weight resting on his 
heels, like a soldier on parade, and with 
his face held up fearlessly as that of the 


learned he was living in Superior street, 
near State, and at 5 o’clock one morning the 
house was surrounded.

To Arrest Him on Sight. 

Several days ago the police received a 
telegram from the Philadelphia police that 
Birch had jumped his bonds in the larceny 
charge. Orders were given to arrest him on 
sight. Since that time a sharp lookout has 
been kept for him. 

As the details of the Colliander tragedy 
begin to unfold to the acute investigatior 
conducted recently at the State’s-Attorney’s 
office it appears the toils begin td inclose 
Birch more and more. It was decided to or 
der his arrest, and Mr. Deneen made this re- 
quest of the police. Urged on by the double 
charge, the bluecoats have been scouring 
the city high and low for Birch. 


Accidentally Run Upon Him. 

Last night at roll-call Detective Sergeants 
Hartford and Fitzgerald were handed war- 
rants for the apprehension of a man on 
South Clark street wanted on a charge of 
forgery. While passing along Clark near 
Monroe street the policemen caught sight 
of Birch standing at the corner of Monroe. 
Hartford knew Birch well. Reaching .out 
his hand he patted him on the shoulder and 
told him he was wanted at the Central Sta- 
tion. Birch was inclined to be argumenta- 
tive, but the detectives were in no mood for 
trifling and told him to come along immedi- 
ately and make his explanations to the prop- 
er authorities. irch was quickly taken to 
the station, where he was locked up. 

Immediately word was sent to the State’s- 
Attorney’s office. In a few minutes Assist+ 
ant State’s-Attorney Pearson, accompanied 


by several officers from the East Chicago

Seen in the Ice Earlier. | | 

The Van Raalte is owned by Ross & Ross, 
contractors for the erection. of the inter- 
mediate crib, one mile off the shore, at Sixty- 
eighth street. All winter it has been in serv- 
ice carrying coal and other supplies to the 
crib. The boat carries only eighty pounds 
of steam, and is in charge of Capt. Ross 
Smith. Its dock is at South Chicago. Yes- 
terday the boat is reported to have left its 
moorings early. 

Capt. Charles Cherry, who is stationed at 
the outer crib, Sixty-eighth street, saw the 
boat tie up at the intermediate crib 
about noon, He paid MUttle . atten- 
tion to this, but at 4 o'clock he again 
saw the Van Raalte attempting to buck the 
ice in an effort to reach the Chicago harbor. 
The boat was working hard and made but 
little headway. 

During the afternoon the wind had veered 
to the southwest, and soon afterward great 
masses of floating ice surrounded both criba. 
This field of ice, according to Capt. Cherry, 
reached as far to the north as he could see, 

and in some places was s feet high. He 
watched the Van Raalte in its efforts to 
make headway until darkness came, and at 
that time the little craft was in tho center of 
a floating flo¢ at a point off Sixty-third street.

Five of Them Charged with Conspir- 
acy in Santiago—Garcia Concen-

Havana, via Key West, Feb. 1.—The San- 
tiago de Cuba police have placed under ar- 
rest, on the charge of conspiracy, the fol- 
lowing Cuban women: Gregeria Descendez, 
Estella Dranguet, Dila Rell, Anolia Diaz, 
Nicanora Bell, Julia Deine, Nicoiasa Velez, 
Justinia Velez, Innocensia Gilar, Inez 
Bripwn, Lareto Laforceda, Paula Bell, Mar- 
gagita Caron, Rita Gilar, and Antonia Es- 
parn. 

A dispatch from Santiago de Cuba reports 
that Gen. Calixto Garcia, with 6,000 men, has 
concentrated his forces in the vicinity of 
Bayamo, and that he is now marching to the 
eastward. . ; 

Manzanillo reports are to the effect that 


- at 9 o'clock at night on Jan. 17 the insurg- 


ents, assisted by friends, entered the Town 
of Palmas Altas, six miles from Manzanillo. 
After plundering the town and tke stores 
they burned sixty private residences and 
three well-stocked dry goods and grocery 
establishments. 

On the night of Jan. 25 the insurgents at- 
tacked the Fort of Alfonso XII., in the Prov- 
ince of Matanzas. Being repulsed they 
burned tne cane fields in the vicinity of the 
town, leaving a line of fire as far as Con- 
chita, six miles distartt. 

H. K: Sheridan, an American citizen from 
the State of Ohio, now stopping at the Ho- 
tel Ingleterra, while going yesterday to 
Cojimar, was stopped en route because he 
had not obtained a permit. He was arrested 
and sent back to Guanabacoa, where he was 
confined in a room at the City Hall. He 
states that he was well treated. Military 
Gov. Narcisco Fonsdoviola procured his sup- 
per for him. He says that he was rather 
frightened when first arrested, the soldiers 
pointing their bayonets at him ans making 
other demonstrations of a violent nature. 

Cuban insurgents recently entered the 
Town of San Nicolas. in the Province of 
Havata, and plundered the grocery and dry 
goods stores. Other insurgents forced their 
way to the Town of Batabano and looted the 
few houses and stores remaining. The of- 
ficials on the Spanish gunboats, advised of 
the presence of the Cubans, bombarded the 
town. The Pizarro squadron, while going 
to the assistance of the fortifications, sus- 
tained the fire of the insurgents. Five of the 
soldiers on the squadron were killed and scv- 
eral were wounded. 


REFUSES TO MARRY DIVORCED PEOPLE 


Bishop Nicholson of Milwaukee Ex- 
presses Himself on the Subject 
of Marriage Laws. 


Milwaukee, Wis., Feb. 1.—[Special.}—Bish- 
op Nicholson, who has charge of the Prot- 
estant Episcqpal Diocese of Milwaukee, is 
outspoken in his belief that divorced persons 
should not be permitted to remarry, and chat 
the marriage laws are too lax. He said, in 
speaking of this matter today: ‘ 
“The Protestant Episcopal Church re? gyal 
gland takes precisely the same attitude in 
the mafter as that maintained by the Roman 
Church both in. Europe and America. In 
making the canons for the. Protestant 
Church in America an effort seems to have 
been made to conform more nearly to tho 
common usages of this country. This I be- 
lieve to have been a mistake. It has been 
my custom to refuse to marry divorced per- 
sons under any circumstances. I expect to 
continue the practice. I am strongly in 
favor of the adoption of a law of the church 
which shall be quite as rigid as that of the 
church in mene and that of the Roman 
r tee marriage laws of our State 
are much too lax. These runaway mar- 
riages are altogether too numerous and are 
productive of much evil. These ministers 
who pose as philanthropists are, as a rule, 
actuated by the low motive of getting the 
wedding fees. That is a matter in which 
I believe our Legislature should take a hand

A. J. © HARE’S “ROAST” OF HIS 
PARENTS AND GUARDIANS. 


In Two Bulky Volumes the Guide-Book 
Celebrity Tells the Story of His Re- 
markable Life’ — Striking Indict- 
ment 6f the Blue-Laws Method of 
Education—Lively Shaking-Up for 
‘Numerous Family Skeletons—Many 
Anecdotes of Famous Men. 


INCE the appéarance 
of Augustus J. C. 


of My Life” he bids 
fair to attain perma- 
nent fame, not 80 
much for his Walk 
in Rome as for his 
walks upon his dead 
relatives. Some one 
has already dubbed 
him Man Wo- 
Scalped - His - Par- 
ents. The thorough- 
ness with which he 
has done the walk- 
ing and scalping is 
attested by the thickness of the two red- 
striped volumes which contain his “ story.” 

Mr. Hare has a passion for details and 
for famfly revelation. Yet, despite the pain- 
ful two-muchness of his work, it is sur- 
Prisingly interesting. Tell it all“ has 
been his constant motto with regard to the 
dead, and the result is a mighty rattling 
among the family skeletons of sundry high 
families, and a veritable. dance macabre 
among the sainted members of his own 
family. 

Theoretically, Mr. Hare’s lambasting of 
the pious relatives who raised him is in bad 
taste. But when one comes to read the 
astonishing details of the eruel persecu- 
tions be suffered in childhood and youth 
one’s indignation is all turned in the other 
direction. 

Somewhere in his second volume Mr. Hare 
tells an anecdote of a Judge who was forced 
by a robber to give up a part of the contents 
of his purse, The robber refrained from tak- 
ing the whole purse, and withdrew with a 
God bless you.” When the Judge's friends 
appeared a moment later and offered to 
pursue and bring the villain to justice the 
Judge forbade them, saying: He God- 
blessed me, and I’ll be damned if I'll hang 
him.” The Judge’s spirit is just the opposite 
of Mr. Hare’s toward his parents. They 
God-blessed him in true inquisition style 
and he pillories them remorseélessly—as they 
richly deserve. 

That the author’s mother regarded him 
from infancy without maternal affection is 
sufficiently clear from the alacrity with 
which she turned the child over to the care 
of another woman. Of the aunts and uncles 
among whom the sensitive boy grew up one 
can only say that they contributed a monu- 
mental chapter to the piteous record of re- 
ligiously-bullied children. One of these per- 
sons, Esther Maurice, who beeame Mr. 
Hare’s aunt by marriage, especially arouses 
one’s indignation. As Mr. Hare says, She 
was the Inquisition in person.“ The abso- 
lute inhumanity of her educational prin- 
ciples would disgrace a Hottentot. Why 
should. Mr. Hare or anybody else gloss over 
the facts simply because they relate to the 
3 atmosphere of Hurstmonceaux rec- 
ory? 

When Hare's Aunt Esther ordered his cat 
to be hanged because he had an affection for 
it, when she destroyed valuable papers be- 
Cause she knew they were prized by her 
nephew and said she felt it to be a duty; 
and when she religiously forced the child to 
do Whatever was the most disagreeable thing 
on eyery occasion, to mortify the flesh,“ 
she s showing a criminal properisity that 
has too long been cloaked under the excuse 
of piety. This sort of child-raising is un- 
fortunately not yet quite extinct, even in the 
United States, and Mr. Hare’s embittered 
reminiscences have a mission of warning to 
all educators. The very fact that Mr. Hare 
dwells with exaggerated bitterness upon this 
dreary périod.of his life is in itself a lesson 
against the e-laws theory of child raising. 

Mr. Hare was born in 1834, and his auto- 
biography brings his story down only as far 
as 1870. He hints the rest of the story may 
be forthcoming in time. His father was the 
brilliant and eccentric Francis Hare, dandy 
and virtuoso, the companion of Count d’Or- 
say, the friend of Landor, and ‘“the only 
rolling stone that ever gathered any moss.“ 
Young Augustus had unusual opportunities 
for meeting and knowing prominent men and 
women. He recalis Carlyle in the act of 
inveighing against the high hat while pick- 
ing his own out o{.the ditch where the wind 
had blown it. He has seen the choleric Lan- 
dor take a pheasant up by the legs when it 
was brought on the table and throw it into 
the back of the fire over the head of the 
servent in attendance.“ He has also heard 
Browning describe Landor’s fury wen kept 
waiting for his dinner at Siena, when he 
shouted: I will not eat it now, I will not 
eat it if it comes,“ and when he later “ threw 
it all out of the window.”’ 

To the anecdotage about Jowett the author 
adds the description of a scene in which the 
church council met in solemn conclave and 
summoned the little heretie into its 
awful presence. Then, being asked, Now, 
Mr. Jowett, answer the truth; can you sign 
the Thirty-nine Articles?” He dumfounded 
them with, If you’ve a little ink!“ ; 

Mr. Hare seems to have taken a great 
fancy to Mrs. Grote, whose name, Sydney 
Smith said, was the origin of the word 
grotesque. He tells many characteristic 
anecdotes about her, like the one which 
shows her at a lecture given by Dean Stan- 
ley, when she applauded a complimentary 
reference to her husband by thumping both 
fists upon her knees and exclaiming loudly: 
„Good God! How good!“ For those who 
like ghost stories Mr. Hare furnishes a large 
fund of spiritualistic material in connection 
with a certain Mme. de Trafford, whose 
powérs of second. sight would stagger the 
credulity of the elect. But.from all the in- 
finite variety of these pages one’s mind in- 
evitably reverts to the religious cruelty that 
warped the youth and embittered the man. 

There never was a stranger tale of boy per- 
secution outside of the slums. The rigid re- 
pression that early nagged him into morbid 
silence also pursted him to the verge of 
manhood, when he was still forced by an 
idiotic tutor to wear his coat inside out for 
mistakes in Latin. No wonder he says: 
“About ‘fourteen years of life and above 
$20,000 I consider to have been wasted on my 
education of nothingness." Even after he 
had reached manhood, when a doctor at 
Lucca pronounced his life in danger if he 
risked the severities of an English winter, his 
mother insisted on his returning, having 
taken it into her head that he might turn 
Catholic, and presumably preferring a dead 
Protestant son to a living one in any other 
faith. 

Despite his prolixity Mr. Hare has made 
an autobiography that will not soon be for- 
gotten.

Bucks an Ice Ridge. 


The ice was over four inches thick and 
smooth as gla However, a ridge formed 
by the nortiwest, wind intervened between 
the end of the pier and clear ice, and to pass 
this pack required the utmost exertions of 
the tug. 

The vessel came to a full stop for the first 
time just half an hour after the start. The 
wheel was reversed and the tug backed 
off forty feet and came on again with full 
steam on, skirting its first track to wind- 
ward to keep from shattering the prow. It 
struck ¢he ice with a shock sufficient to 
send splintered ice bowling a hundred yards 
across the lake. 

The effort was successful. A track was 
found through which there was a clear pass- 
age for five minutes. The smoke issued in 
thick, black volumes from the stack and the 
vessel quivered under thé strain as blocks of 
ice ten feet square Would be flipedp upon the 
frozen field and sent sliding a dozen yards 
away. 

Comes to a Full Stop. 

The crisp, crackling sound as fissures 
would be sent through a hundred feet of the 
field, and the steady plowing of the vessei 
continued unceasing until Capt. Congaul sci. 
the tug’s head across the pack, determinéd 
to get outside the ridge. In a few moments 
the tug came toa full stop. It succeeded in 
making a five minutes’ course straigi:t 
through the pack and then seemed over~. 
whelmed. Ice lay four feet above the sur- 
face of the surrounding lake. Farther prog- 
ress seemed hopeless. Five times the vessel 


| backed off and was sent pounding against 


the frozen barrier. As many times it came 
to a full stop within six or ten feet of 
the starting point.

Stuck in the Ice Again. 

It was now after 11 o'clock. There was 
clear going for about five minutes more, 
when the full force of steam was exerted 
vainly against the stubborn crust on the sur- 
face of the lake. It was off Twelfth street 
or little south of Twelfth as far as could he 
ascertained and far ahead the light of the 
crib off Sixty-eighth street gleamed over an 
unbroken floor which was drifting southeast- 
ward under a stiff breeze.

Mr. Wilson has also been engaged in the 
newspaper business, becoming editor 
the Traer Clipper in 1881, his partner in the 
business being James Morrison now of 
Washington, D.C: He managed the paper 
and farm at the same time, but soon sold his 
newspaper business, which had become very 
profitable. As a student and scholar Mr.

James Wilson, who is to be Secretary, of 
Agriculture in President McKinley's Cabi- 
net, was born ia the Parish of Girvan, Ayr- 
shire, Scotland, in 1840, emigrating to Amer- 
ica with his parents when a small boy. The 
first settlement of the family was in Con- 
necticut, from which State they removed to 
Iowa in the 508, in company with Gov- 
Buckingham and other distinguished people 
t the former State. For many years Mr. 
Wilson was a teacher in the country schools 
near Old Buckingham and West Union, and 

was he at that time that even in 
the coldest weather he was compelled to go 
barefooted. By strict economy he aceum- 
ulated money with which to purchase a por- 
tion of the magnificent farm of 1,200 acres 
which he now owns in Tama County.

TYPHOID-FEYER IS ALMOST EPIDEMIC 


Hundred Cases in Evanston Due to 
Impure Water Supply and Addi- 
tions Being Reported Daily. 


Typhoid-fever has become so prevalent at 
Evanston as to be almost an epidemic. It is 
thought there are 100 cases in the city, and 
every physician has from three to ten cases. 
At least a dozen students of Northwestern 
University are down with the disease. The 
cause is supposed to be impurity in the 
drinking water of the city, as after the 
heavy rains of three weeks ago the Health 
Department warned the people to boil the 
water before using. It was then said to be 
in a filthy condition. No cases of typhoid 
developed, however, until a week ago, and 
since that time numerous cases have been 
reported. 

Dr. Josiah Jones, the Commissioner of 
Health, said yesterday that he did not know 
how many cases there were, as the physi- 
cians did not report the cases to him.

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THE REVELL BILL. 

This morning Representative Revell’s 
bill to repeal] the libel law of 1895 comes up 
as a special order in the House. Some days 
have elapsed since Mr. Revell introduced 
his measure, but he has not mentioned yet 


one case, either in this city or this State, 


where any person has been injured by the 
act whose repeal he asks for. 

Mr. Revell is a lawyer. Doubtless he has 
been employed occasionally in libel suits. 
Has one of his cliente ever been deprived 
by the act of 1895 of anything he had a 
right to? If so, why does not he make pub- 
lic the name of his aggrieved client? There 
are other lawyers in the Legislature who 
favor Revell’s bill, but not one of them has 
mentioned a client who has had just cause 
to complain of the law of 1805. 

Mr. Revell ought to see that when he at- 
tacks that law as bad without mentioning 
any one who has been harmed by it he casts 
discredit on his niotives. He sets people to 
thinking that he does not really think the 
law unconstitutional, but has been directed 
to call it so by a machine which has had con- 
siderable influence over him, and seems to 
ha vt a good deal yet, in spite of its recent 
defeat. 

It is well known that the discredited Chi- 
cago machine does not love the Chicago 
papers. It wants to punish them for daring 


to print “ records,” thus letting the people- 


know exactly who these men were who, 
having become powerful in Cook County. 
wanted to stretch out and get control at 
the State Capital and at Washington. 

The machine wants to punish the coun- 
try papers as well as the city papers. For 
most, of the former were outspoken in their 
opposition of those Senatorial cangidates 
whom the machine favored. - Those papers 
must be made to suffer, it seems, because 
they were independent and not subservient. 

Those country members who could not be 
dragooned or wheedled into the support of 
the machine candidates are asked now to 
vote for its bill. They areinvited to help the 
machine to its revenge. That would be 
rather inconsistent conduct on their part. 
It would & making common cause with 
their adversary against their allies. 

The bill, which has been introduced at the 
request of the machine, is a blow at the 
freedom’ of the press, and hence at the 
rights of the people. The authors of this 
measure object to the printing of * rec- 
ords,” especially of bad records.“ 

When a candidate for office has -acted 
wrongly or mistakenly while filling some 
other position, the machine politicians who 
are backing him are furious when the press 
shows up his “record.” It is a duty the 
press owes the people, bui the machine 
men want the people kept ignorant. Then 
it is much easier to elect bad candidates. 

So the question for the Legislature to de- 
cide is whether the papers shall be muz- 
zled to oblige a discomfited and revengeful 
machine. The babble about the uncon- 
stitutionality and the “ injustice” of the 
law of 1895 is pure sham. Personal mo- 
tives of a low, debased nature are behind 
the effort to repeal it. 

The anti-machine country members can- 
not afford to go into this conspiracy and 
make war on their home papers. The 
twenty Cook County members who voted 
last week as if they were serfs of the ma- 
chine will find themselves at odds with 
their constituents if they take the ground 
that those constituents must be kept in the 
dark as to the “records” of men who 


may ask them for their votes. 
« 


“THE MAYORALTY ELECTION. 
The city election will be held nine weeks 


‘hence, and the papers are beginning to dis- 


cuss th® possible Mayoralty candidates. 
They- have not thrown much light on the 
subject thus far. It is impossible to con- 


jecture whom the Republicans or Demo- 


crats will nominate. 
There was one name in the list of candi- 


dates two years ago which, it is understood, 


will not be found there this year. Itis that 
of the present Mayor, who let it be under- 
stood some time ago that his ambition had 
been gratified, and that he was not a candi- 
date for reélection, 

Mr. Swift is not a candidate, but the Re- 
publicans who selected him two years ago 
cannotafford to choose a man whois inferior 
to him. If such an error as that were to be 
committed the consequences might be dis- 
astrous. The Republican majority of last 
fall might melt away. 

Mayor Swift has been criticised often, 
but much of the criticism has been hyper- 
critical. His judgment has been at fault 
sometimes, and of his venial errors the men 
“who know it all” have made the most. An 
absolutely perfect Mayor is not to be hoped 
for. All that can be demanded of an in- 
cumbent of that office is that his percentage 
of error be quite low. 688 * 

It would be difficult to point ont among 
the Mayors whom Chieago has had one who 
did more for his constituents than Mayor 
Swift has done. At the close of his term 
he will be able to show more good things 
done—and more bad things stopped—than 


any of his predecessors. 


It is unnecessary to go into details except 
to mention his labors in behalf of civil ser- 
vice reform, his business-like administra-

THAT NEW YORK FANCY BALL, 

Much bad taste and vulgarity are being 
displayed by those persons in New York who 
propose to make a splurge with inherited 
money, and who have set out to surpass any- 
thing that has been attempted yet in this 
country in the way of fancy" dress balls. 
Their chief ambition seems to be to make 
a more ostentatious display and spend more 
money than has ever been done by the Van- 
derbilts or any other of their social com- 
petitors. > 

This is a season in New York, as it is in 
Chicago, when there is much suffering and 
destitution among thé people*although due 
largely perhaps to improvidence. But what- 
ever the cause, the poverty exists and must 
be reckohed with. It must be regarded as 
an exhibition of bad taste, therefore, to 
choose this time as the occasion for a fancy 
ball that is to portray the luxuries of high 
life in Europe a couple of centuries ago. 

But, aside from the question of taste, the 

more important question is involved whether 
the money to be expended on this ball will 
not do more good than Russell Sage, for 
instance, is doing with the wealth he is roll- 
ing up. Mr. Sage fairly represents the 
antithesis of the ostentatious millionaire. 
He is far from making any conspicuous dis- 
play, or, in fact, any kind of display of bts 
money. There is nothing about his ex- 
penditures or his personal appearance or 
habits to excite the animosity of the poorer 
classes. As fast as Mr. Sage gets his cash 
he tucks it away in his strong box or invests 
it in stocks or bonds, and lets precious 
little of it get away into the channels of 
trade for the purpose of contributing to the 
personal pleasures of Mr. Sage or any one 
else. 
The Bradley Martins, on the other hand, 
are putting out these thousandsof dollars in 
sensuous enjoyment, which necessitates the 
scattering abroad of this large sum of 
money among people who are not destitute, 
but many of whom are not very far removed 
from destitution. Most of the money that 
will be expended on this ball will find its 
way into the pockets of the wage-earners. 
The Bradley Martins cannot have all this 
display and pomp without the liberal com- 
pensation of the laboring classes. There will 
be an abundance of carriages, music, flow- 
ers, and elaborate new costumes, and these 
things cannot be obtained without hiring 
people to furnish them or make them. So 
that really this ball has its good side, by 
taking this large sum of money and putting 
it in circulation among the workers. 

Suppose, on the contrary, the Bradley 
Martins did what some critics have sug- 
gested, and sent out invitations to 20,000 
poor families, and when they were assem- 
bled handed over to them from $5 to $10 
each, according to their degrees of poverty. 
The money 
would go straight to the saloons. The 
heads of families might be persuaded per- 
haps to give up a little to the women and 
children for the purchase of necessities, but 
they would take at least one-half of it and 
spend it in the manner that is responsible for 
most. of the destitution that exists. It is 
estimated that in New York $24,000,000 is 
expended annually for alcoholic beverages. 
The greater part of this money is spent by 
those who can least afford it, and a large 
part by people whose earnings are small, but 
who thus spend on drink a percentage of 
theif incomes that would horrify a mill- 
ionaire, 

It seems obvious, therefore, that on the 
whole this fancy dress ball will do much 
good. It will furnish food, fuel, and cloth- 
ing for thousands of homes, and the people 
who get the money with which to buy these 
necessities will feel that they have earned 
it. They will consider that it has been a 
fair exchange and that they are under no 
obligations for charitable favors. If the 
money should be given out in doles, the re- 
cipients, in addition to spending most of it 
in the saloons, would feel no gratitude and 
would suffer the demoralization such chari- 
ty nearly always imposes. They would be 
given a fresh impetus towards pauperism, 
from which the best charity. systems are 
striving to save them. 


GOV. ALGER’S RECORD. 

The Chicago Chronicle, in an article upon 
„ Cabinetmaking So Far,” says: 

The appointment of Alger for Secretary of War 
is unfortunate. He was not a brilliant soldier in 
the war. He has a military record that is not clear 
and which is alleged to have been «misrepresented 
in the sketch of his life furnished by himself to the 
war histories. It has been charged also that the 
campaign of the war Generals previous to the 
late election, for which he furnished his private 
car and was said to have paid all the expenses, 
was in the nature of a financial fraud. It is stated 
by William E. Curtis, the well-known correspond- 
ent, that Alger presented to the Republican Na- 
tional committee a bill of $47,000 as the expenses 
of this erugade, and that after some stormy dis- 
putes the bill was allowed and he received the 
money. This should have extinguished his claims 
for a Cabinet appointment. 

Our contemporary has doubtless been mis- 
led as to the facts in both the allegations 
which it makes. When Gen. Alger was a 
cahdidate for the Presidential nomination 
in 1888 his friends, in preparing eulogistic 
sketches of him at that time, may hare 
claimed more credit for him in fighting par- 
ticular battles than the friends of other 
officers who tovk part in the same engage- 
ments thought him entitled to have. These 
differences of opinion rrequently occur, But 
Mr. McKinley is an old soldier who is fa- 
miliar with the whole story and who evi- 
dently attaches no importance to the alle- 
gation. Any intimation that Gen. Alger 
was not a gallant soldier is utterly unfound- 
ed. He was a brave soldier throughout the 
war, but, as we have said, when he was a

VAN CLEAVE RETURNS TO HIS DESK. 

The great Chicago fire has been super- 
seded at last as a demarcation of time in 
the history of the city. The older inhab- 
itants who have been wont to tell the story 
of disaster to the rising generation and to 
whom the fire has always been as the year 
one” in describing events in the marvelous 
growth of the metropolis must now shut 
themselyes up with their memories and 
learn to contemplate the wondrous episode 
that has suddenly dwarfed all past events 
and seems to defy the most strenuous efforts 
of the future to supply a rivalry. For all 
time to come Feb 1, 1897, will be known 
as the day on which City Clerk Van Cleave 
returned to his desk. 

It reads like a romance, like some fantas- 
tic fancy of a fevered brain, but so many 
trustworthy citizens vouch for the occur- 
rence that it only remains to accept the 
phenomenon as a fact. No one seems to 
have discovered what eccentricity of 
chance induced the City Clerk to stultify 
his magnificent record of abseuce. Proba- 
bly no one has yet sufficiently recovered 
from his amazement to dare broach such a 
question. Only the solemn, ridiculous fact 
is known that he came back and sat at his 
desk, and temporarily the imagination can 
go no further. 

It must be said to the credit of Van 
Cleave, however, that he lightened the blow 
by the prompt assurance that he would be 
in the city only two days, so that, making 
him the liberal allowance of an hour a day 
at his desk, this will bring the total up to 
only two hours. This will relieve many 
timid persons of any danger of being in- 
formed that Van Cleave not only returned 
to his desk, but also returned to work. 
When the excitement has subsided it will 
be possible to contemplate with compara- 
tive complacency the spectacle of Van 
Cleaveagt his desk, but it would be too much 
at this time, when the public is so much 
exercised over its poor and other public 
questions to spring suddenly the announce- 
ment that Van Cleave was at work. 

According to the biographical sketch of 
a contemporary Van Cleave was holding 
office under the Mascoutins when St. Cosme 
visited Chicago in 1699 and has been hold- 
ing office ever since, but no one has ever 
presumed even to breathe the insinuation 
that during this time Van Cleave has ever 
been known to work. There may have 
been rare instances when he has been 
forced to sit at his desk, but never to work. 

There is another explanation of this ex- 
traordinary departure from an unvarying 
custom on the part of Van Cleave. Dur- 
ing the two hours he is sitting at his City 
Clerk desk Ne cannot be sitting at the desks 
of any of bis other offices. Thus he in- 
sures that, no matter where he is or at 
what desk he is sitting, he is sure to be 
absent from some place where he ought 
to be. 


THE ARBITRATION TREATY. 

The Senate Committee on Foreign Rela- 
tions has agreed by the vote of 6 to 4 to re- 
port favorably on the arbitration treaty, 
with amendments agreed upon, though some 
individual amendments have been reserved 
for submission to the Senate. The amend- 
ment of the most importance is an addition 
to Article 1 which reads as follows: No 
question which affects the foreign or domes- 
tic policy of either of the contracting parties 
or the relations of either with any other 
State or power, by treaty or otherwise, shall 
be subject to arbitration under this treaty 
except by special agréement.“ This amend- 
ment, if adopted, will save the Monroe doc- 
trine and the Nicaragua Canal in the future 
from being endangered by any action of 
arbitrators. ‘ 

The next important amendment strikes 
out all reference to his Majesty King Oscar 
of Sweden and Norway as umpire in case 
the board fails to agree upon an umpire, in 
accordance with the provisions of the third 
and fifth articles, and leaves it to the two 
nations concerned to select an umpire in 
case of necessity. The whole of Article 7 


was also stricken out, that article reading as 
follows: 

Objections to the jurisdiction of an arbitral 
tribunal constituted under this treaty shall not be 
taken except as provided in this article. 

If, before the close of the hearing of a claim 
submitted to an arbitral tribunal constituted 
under Art. 8 or Art. 5, either of the high con- 
tracting parties shall move such tribunal to de- 
cide and thereupon it shall decide that the 
deterthination of such claim necessarily involves 
the decision of a disputed question of principle 
of g-ave general importance affecting the national 
rights of such party as distinguished from the 
private rights, whereof it is merely the interna- 
tional representative, the jurisdiction of such 
arbitral tribunal over such claim shall cease and 
the same shall be dealt with by arbitration under 


Art. 6. 

The Senators voting to report the treaty 
favorably as amended. were Sherman, 
Frye, Davis, Cu'lom, Lodge, and Gray. 
Those voting adversely were Morgan, 
Daniel, Cameron, and Mills. 

It has been stated in dispatches from 
Europe that the British Government is in- 
clined’ to grumble at these amcndments, 
and that the administration at Washington 
is dissatisfied also and will not proclaim 
the treaty if it shall be ratified. That, how- 
ever, will not be in the nature of à hard- 
ship. It would be matter for congratula- 
tion if the treaty were never proclaimed. 
It would be better for the country and for 
American rights if the Senate would 
promptly refuse to ratify it at all, but if it 
is to be ratified it should be accepted only 
in its amended form. The amendments 
are eminently proper and are in the nature 
of safeguards dictated by common pru- 
dence. | .

If the arbitration treaty is to be 
ratified, however, then it should be ratified 
as amended. It would be better to reject 
it altogether and then put this country in 
a, defensive condition equivalent to Great 
Britain’s offensive condition. In that case 
there would be nothing to arbitrate, . 


ANOTHER “PRIDE OF THE NAVY” FALLS 
The armoted cruiser Brooklyn is the latest 


pride of the navy to suffer a fall. The 


Brooklyn varied the monotony by running 
on a rock. This is the first effort of the 
Brooklyn in this line of naval exploit, but it 
was in every way successful. It might have 
merely imitated one of the many spectacular 
achievements of the Texas and stink some- 
where; or it might have gimply developed 
a general electrical inertia at the critical mo- 
ment, like the Marblehead, and refused to 
move; or it might have glided peacefully on 
a mug bank, hike some of the less energetic 
warships, and stuck there until some lively 
little’. tugs came to haul it off. But it did 
none of these commonplace things. It 
picked out a large rock in the Delaware 
River, equipped itself with two pilots who 
knew just where the rocks ‘were located, 
and then at the proper moment ran head- 
long on this sturdy obstruction and stove in 
the lower double compartments of the ves- 
sel, | 

It appears to have been owing to the 
merest good fortune tliat the ship did not 
sink. The damage was almost sufficient to 
warrant the Brooklyn in going to the bot- 
tom, but by some slight oversight on the 
part of the pilots the ship was not going 
quite fast enough to cause the puncture to 
reach the inner compartments, 

The officers of the vessel seem to 
regard the affair as something: of a 
mystery, and have asked for a coftrt 
of inquiry to ascertain what has hap- 
pened and how it happened. The court 
of inquiry is a good thing, but should not 
waste its time in investigating what has 
happened or how it happened. That is suf- 
ficiently clear now. What has happened is 
that the Brooklyn, “ a $4,000,000 creation 
of naval architecture,” has jabbed a big hole 
in its hull, and came close tosinking; How 
it happened is fully explained by the fact 
that the rock refused to give way when the 


‘Brooklyn struck it, while the hull of the 


Brooklyn did not observe the same. reluct- 
ance. 

What the court of inquiry must deter- 
mine is, “ Why it happened,” and that is a 
question that will interest a large number 
of persons who have contributed in a small 
way to the millions that were spent in put- 
ting the Brooklyn on the sea. 2 

We hope that the cruiser Chicago will 
scrupulously abstain from these enervating 
dissipations that have become so common 
among the vessels named after localities in 
the effete East. If the Chicago becomes 
imbued with a desire for notoriety the best 
way to obtain it now will be to remain on 
the surface of the water and stay whole.

The State will charge tohay that O Malley was 
at the head of the gang that killed Gus Colliander 
on the night of Nov. 6, 1804. After Colliander 
was shot he was taken to the Mercy Hospital, 
where he died in a few hours. He made an ante- 
mortem etatement to the police, saying the man 
who shot him was a young fellow who had sold him 
ball tickets a short time before. Colliander had 
known O'Malley for twenty years, the two men 
having lived in the same ward and within a few 
blocks of each other. The defense will rely toa 
great extent on this ante- mortem statement, al- 
leging that Colliander could not have been mis- 
taken, for, if O'Malley had been in the gang, Col- 
liander would surely have recognized him. 


JOHN SANTRY. 

Gantry is now on trial for his life, charged with 
the murder of Colliander.

Szyszka was found dead and Wojciech 
Szyszka, her husband, dying.

Scientific philanthropy was discussed at a 
public mass-meeting at the West Side . 
M. C. A, headquarters, No. 542 West Mon- 
roe street, yesterday afternoon Robert 
Treat Paine was the principal speaker. In 
opening his address he took occasion to ex- 
plain several remarks which he said had 
been wrongly imputed to him.

‘I would have po unnecessary hardships im- 
posed in the development and. extension of 
the labor test. 

** We have an acute social condition con- 
fronting us which presents serious ques- 
tions for the candid consideration of every 
good-hearted and large-minded man. Though 
there are exceptions to every rule, itis my 
experience that help should not be gratui- 
tous, but should be administered with fore- 
sight and prudence. 

I we take away the present stimulus we 
ultimately take away both ambition and 
self-respect and create paupers by means of 
our well-meaning intentions. | 

The object of scientific charity is by skill 
to apply power to the victim of poverty and 
provide him with the means to enter the 
paths of honest industry. 

In the winter of 1883-’84 there was such 
an emergency existing in Boston as is pres- 
ent at Chicago now. We raised $100,000 for 
relief, but, except in unusual cases of want, 
every cent that was disbursed was earned. 
The unemployed were turned into the works 
of public improvement and given both a 

chance to earn their living honestly and to 

render an equivalent to the city for what 
they received in money contributed by the 
charitable. 

It seems to me that business- men could 
devise some such scheme as this for Chi- 
cago. The wages paid to such men should 
be sufficient to give them a chance to Keep 
from starving through enforced idleness, 
but they should not be large enough to put 
them on the same feoting with regularly 
employed laboringmes, or to be an incentive 
to draw men from other vocations. 

Often the best way to help men is to 
transplant them—that is, to remove them 
to soil where they ean thrive instead of per- 
ish. A little money expended in paying ex- 
penses into the country, for instance, will 
sometimes effect a wondrous N 

“T am a great believer in friendly visita- 
tion. There is a great deal of. latent in- 
genuity and judgment in every community 
which ought to be contributed to the un- 
fortunate. 

Much of the intellect and sympathy ex- 
pended in the study of light literature and 
the drama might well, I think, be expended 
in the acquisition of that noble kind of cult- 
ure which comes from actual contact with 
humanity. The poor need our aid and 
friendship, but we need them just as much 
as they need us. True charity consists not 
in putting the hand into the pocket to take 
out something, but in a Christlike way of 
taking hold of the hand of some one else.“

INJUNCTION HOLDS ON COSMOPOLITAN. 


Effect of Judge Jenkins’ Decision on 
the Concern’s Application for a 
Cross Bill in Weisbach Suit. 


People whose homes are lighted by incan- 
descent gas lamps and who have been re- 
ceiving notices to beware of purchasing in- 
fringements on the Welsbach patents, may 
find new meaning in the warning circulars 
as the result of a decision by Judge Jenkins 
on Saturday in the Circuit Court, in an in- 
fringement suit brought by the Welsbach 
company against the Cosmopolitan Incan- 
descent Gaslight company, one of the con- 
cerne which, it is alleged, is selling gas 
lamps constructed on the same principie as 
the Welsbach. 

The suit was one of the first filed in the 
West by the Weisbach company. The orig- 
inal bill was to restrain the alleged infringe- 
ment of letters patent granted by the United 
States to Carl Auer von Welsbach, for an 
“improvement in the manufacture of incan- 
descent devices for gas burners.”’ 

After the filing of the bill by the Welsbach 
company the Cosmopolitan company, which 
is a Chicago concern, filed a cross bill, whith 
asserted that by reason of the expiration 
of a prior foreign patent the monopoly grant- 
ed the Weisbach patent had come to an end 
before the original suit was filed. Notwith- 
standing this, the cross bill asserted, the 
Welsbach company has been seeking to in- 
jure its business by sending, out circulars 
to the purchasers of its lamps, warning 
them that they would recover damages, and 
otherwise trying to injure the Cosmopoli- 
tan company’s business. 

The motion contained in the cross bill was 
overruled on Saturday by Judge Jenkins on 
the ground that the cross bill had for its pur- 
pose, and made necessary, the discovery of 
facts in aid of the defense to the original 
bill filed by the Welsbach company. The 
acts complained of are independent wrongs 
which require independent proof. The in- 
junction against the Cosmopolitan company 
therefore holds. |

ACCUSES BLOOMINGTON AUTHORITIES. 


Pickpocket Who eg Jail Last Sep- 
tember Says e Paid Officials 
$200 for His Release. 


Bloomington, III., Feb. 1.—{Spectal.j—A 
startling development was made this evcn- 
ing in the case of Ryan, the Chicago pick- 
pocket, who has been in jail here charged 
with picking the pocket of a citizen of 
Danvers last September.

A short time after Ryan’s escape from the 
city prison he was arrested on an Adams 
street car in Chicago in the act of robbing 
aman and was brought back here and 
lodged in the county jafl, where he has been 
ever since. An arrangement was recently 
reached by which Ryan was to tell how he 
got out of the city jail, the agreement being 


that if the story appeared to the State’s- f 


Attorney and others to be true Ryan was to 
be let off with u jail sentence. This evening 
the gonference occurred and Ryan told his 
story. 

He said that during the night Dunn went 
to him in the cell and said that friends of 
his (Ryan) had interceded for him. Soon 
after, as he stated, Dunn unlocked the cell, 
and teld Ryan to come out into the office 
when he.whistled. He did so, and Dunn 
told him where to meet a man with a big 
diamond stud in his bosom. This man he 
met, and having met another man in a Sa- 
loon all three went to the Alton yards, and 
Ryan béarded a freight and went to Che- 
noa. Ryan’s friend told him (Ryan) that 
Mayor Moster had demanded $250 for Ryan's 
release, but finally came down to $150 and 
a diamond stud valued at $50. Ryan tole 
of ‘his attempt, after his arrest in Chicago, 
to get back his money and pin. Hesenta 
man to see a.saloonkeeper named Jay 
Smith, and his wife saw Smith and Sergt. 
Dunn and attempted to get back the money 
and pin. Dunn declared he never got any 
of the money, and left the inference that 
the money was paid to a higher official; that 
he (Dunn) never got a cent, but had lost his 
position.

CLEAR DAY FOR THE MILL 


NEVADA WEATHER LIKELY TO 
FAVOR THE PHOTOGRAPHER. 


Prof. Garriott, Basing His Opinion on 


the Records of the State, Thinks a 


Clear Atmosphere Probable for 
March 17, When Corbett and Fitz” 
Are to Do Battle—Snow or Rain Not 
Likely to Last Long—Mach Money 
at Stake. 


“Fitz” and “Jim” have a little more 
chance of slugging each other in Carson 
City or Reno Nev., on March 17 in clear, 
crisp atmosphere than in snow or rain. Tho 
photographer, who expects to take pictures 
of the fight by rounds, is almost beside him- 
self with hope that the rain and snow will 
not show up on that day of all days in the 
year. If it does, the chances are that che 
storm will not last long and that a delay of 
a day or two will afford abundant light for 


the films to take impressions. : 

Prof. Garriott of the Chicago Weather 
Bureau was asked yesterday what the Ne- 
vada weather had been in past years in 
February and March and what it was Likely 
to be this year. He said in summing up: 

“There were only two rainy days in 
February, 1806, while in March of the same 
year there were eleven rainy days. My 
judgment is that the chances favor a clear 
day on March 17, but, if not that, there is 
nearly as much likelihood of snow us rain. 
But the storm is likely to last a short time 
and to be followed by bright weather.“ 

Dan Stuart is going to have the Corbett- 
Fitzsimmons fight brought off in the day- 
time to accommodate tae photographer. 
When Corbett fought Courtney a few rounds 
a vitascope took the battle and was carted 
around the country making exhibitions. It 
is said the enterprise took in $50,000.

Prof. Garriott said, when questioned yes- 
terday:

The average temperature 
in Nevada for February is 36°: the maxi- 
mum, 64°; the minimum, 15°. The average 
temperature for March is 42°; the maximum, 
67°; and the minimum, 14°. The highest tem- 
perature ever recorded for February is 66° 
in 1892, and the lowest, T° below zero in 184. 
The March record is 73° for high in 1892 and 
12° for low in 1800. That’s quite a shifting 
around, isn’t it?’’ 

The professor explained that in Nevada 
there was little rain or snow, the February 
everage being one and one-tenth inches. 
The minimum was two-one hundredths of 
an inch in 1896, whereas, in March the aver- 
age was one and seventy-eight one hun- 
dredths, and the maximum the one and 
eighty-two one hundredths of 1896. 

But what kind of gain is it? Is it a ques- 
tion of drizzle most every day or does it 
turn loose by the buckets as in Fiorida? If 
the weather is a ‘ periodical’ Instead of an 

habitual’ the sports can dodge for a day 
cr so and tae delay won't make much differ - 
ence to the fighters.“ 

“Then I should say,” replied the pro- 
fessor, the chance of getting the pictures 
ere good, for more than one-half of the 
March days are clear and fair. 

It has occurred to me that the question 
of high altstude may have something to do 
with the result. You know Carson City has 
an elevation of 4,700 feet. That's pretty 
high for a man of weak lungs. Of course, 
the betier lung power one has the longer 
he can stand violent exertion where the 
air is light. That might be a point in favor 
of Fitzsimmons, for at El Paso, near which 
piace he defeated Maher, the elevation is 
3,800 feet, while, to my knowledge, Corbett 
has not been tried in any such atmosphere, 
San Francisco, New York; and New Orleans, 
where a great many fights have taken place, 
are all practically at sea level!) We are at 
600 feet here i'n Chicago and Nashville is 500 
feet. So probably in any spot, East or 
South, where Corbett has fought or boxed 
the elevation has not exceeded 1,900 feet, 
at which no sound man is visibly affected.

FORCED SALE OF MINING PROPERTY. 


Butte and Boston Claims Purchased 
by E. Rollins Morse for 62,880, 
000 at Receiver’s Sale. 


Butte, Mont., Feb. 1—The Butte and Bos- 
ton Mining company property, consisting of 
fifty-three mining claims, smelters, concen- 
trator, and everything belonging to the com- 
pany, was sold by Receiver John F. Forbis 
in front of the court-house this afternoon. 
The property was bought by E. Rollins 
Morse, Chairman of the Butte and Boston 
Reorganization committee, for $2,550,000, 
but the bid was $50,000, the difference being 
represented by incumbrances on the property. 
It was what is known in equity as a redemp- 
tion sale. The stipulations of the sale were 
that the purchasers assumed the responsi- 
bility of $2,500,000 indebtedness which was 
hanging over the Butte and Boston com- 
pany. Morse was the only bidder. Immedi- 
ately after the redemption sale J. O. Bender, 
special master, sold a portion of the prop- 
erty-to satisfy a $1,000,000 mortgage held by 
the Massachusetts Loan and Trust company. 
Morse also bid it in for the account of the 
mortgage. This million dollars, however, 18 
a part of the $2,550,000 included in the first 
sale. 

I— The prop- 
erty of B. D. Eisendrath & Co., tanners, was 
attached today, by the Sheriff on seven 
judgments, a nting to over 335,000. The 
judgments are in favor of the following per- 
sons: Julia Samler, Racine, $2,627; Mrs.

Probably the simplest method of trans- 
forming a bicycle into am ice vehicle.is the 
scheme shown herewith, the invention of 
Hugo Meyer of Berlin. It has been generaily 
seized upon by the devotees of winter sports 
in that city, and the great simplicity of the 
device is probably the cause of its success. 

The axle of the rear wheel is replaced by 
him with another piece fitting into the hub 
but projecting out about five inches on either 
side. To this axle are fastened two steel

runners similar to the old-fashioned Dutch 
ice skates, mounted on steel springs, which 
will give just enough not to allow any un- 
evenness to be felt. 

The front wheel is mounted on a tain 
wooden slat, bent upward at the forward end, 
and serves for steering in exactly the same 
way as in riding ordinarily. The two steel 
runners alongside the rear wheel must be ar- 
ranged so as to be exactly in line with the 
lowest point of the wheel, which is operated 
in the usual manner, The fact that the 
weight of the wheel and rider are distributed 
over three points on the rear makes the 
slipping sideways or “capsizing”’ of the 
novel conveyance almost an impossibility.

SEVENTHEN DAYS’ SESSION READY 
‘TO OPEN IN WASHINGTON, 


Purpose Is to Take Up the Scientific 
Study of Child Life—Subjects Bear- 
ing Upon the Broader Spirftual, 
Physical, and Mental Training of 
the Young Will Be Discussed— 
Prominent Men and Women Who 
Win Take Part in the Meetings. 


The scientific study of child life, formally 
begun less than two years ago, has rapidly 
spread to all countries in the world The 
first proposition to form a national organ- 
ization was made at one of the “ mothers’ 
meetings at Chautauqua in the summer 
of 1895, and was at once acted fpon, the 
members being composed of mothers and 
teachers. 

The outcome of this is the First National 
Congress of Mothers, which will be held in 
Washington, beginning toniorrow morning, 
and lasting until Feb. 19. .It.is proposed to 
have the congress consider subjects bearing 
upon the better and broader spiritual and 
physical, as well as mental, training of the 
young, such as the value of kindergarten 
work and the extension of its principles to 
more advanced studies; a love of humanity 
and of country; the Physical aud mental 
evils resulting from some of the present 
methods of schools, and the advantages to 
follow from a closer relation between the in- 
fluence of the home and that of institutions 
of learning. N 

Of special importance will be the subject 
ot the means of developing in children char- 
acteristics which will elevate and ennoble 
them, and assist in overcoming the condi- 
tions which now prompt crime, and make 
necessary the maintenance of jails, work- 
houses, and reformatories. These matters 
will be presented to the congress by men 
and women foremost in such work.

The Civil Service Commission yesterday 
issued its second annual report to the Mayor, 
bound in book form, with numerous other re- 
ports and data concerning the business of 
athe commission.

last evening. 

Ih the report is a collection of examination 
papers which have been -used in various 
classes. The rulings and precedents of the 

and the opinions of the Corpora- 


tion Counsel on perplexing points are given

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at some length; and besides this a deal of 
other information of value to applicants is 
supplied. The whole volume is a book of 
handy knowledge for those who aspire to 
employment in the service of the city. 

As to the extent of its work the commission 


says: 
* During the year a total of 24,500 persons 


“°° ‘have taken out applications for entrance t. 


the various branches of the classified service, 
of whom 7,148 have returned their applica- 
tions properly filled out and they have been 
entered upon the books of the commission. 

Ot this number 4,411 have been examined 
and 2,429 have passed with the required 

verage, and have been placed upon eligible 
: awaiting appointment to the service as 
vacancies may occur. The total expendit- 
ures of the commission during the year were 
$30,930.69. 

During the year 1,396 persons have been 
certified for appointment and have entered 
the service on probation.” 

Investigations by Commission. 

The report refers to the several investiga- 
tions held of the conduct of appointees in the 
classified service, and expresses the belief 
that these have been of incalculable benefit 
to the service, but,“ it adds, it is the

AMENDING STATUTE OF LIMITATIONS. 


Bill te Compel Persons to File Suits for 
Damage Against the City Within 
Four Months. 


On the recommendation of City Attorney 
West a bill has been introduced in the Leg- 
islature ending Sec. 14 of the statute 
of limitations so as to read as follows: 

Actions for damages for an injury to 
the person, or for false imprisonment, or 
malicious prosecution, or for a statutory 
penalty, or for abduction, or for seduction, 
or for criminal conversation, shall be com- 
menced within two years next after the 


“cause of action occurred. And no action 


Hereafter accruing against any city in this 
State having 50,000 inhabitants or over for 
damages for an injury to the person shall 
be maintained unless notice in writing of the 
intention to commence such action shall 
have been filed with the City Attorney of 
such city within four months next after 
such cause of action shall have accrued; ‘ 
said notice shall recite the name of the per- 
son injured, the name of the person claim- 
ing damages, the time and place of the ac- 
cident complained of, and abrief description 
of the personal injuries sustained.“ 

The reason for this recommendation, as 
explained in Mr. West’s annual report, is 
that it is the custom with litigants who 
bring suit against the city for injuries 
to delay it for as near two years as pos- 
sible, with a view of leaving the city with- 
out any defense or any chance of providing 
one. 

To make out his case the plaintiff has to 
show that the city hed direct notice of the 
defective condition of the sidewalk or other 
public property causing the accident, or else 
that the defect had existed so long the city 
would have had notice of it if due diligence 
had been used. 

The only way to remedy the trouble, the 
City Attorney thinks, fs to compel all per- 


sons who intend to bring suit against the 


city for casualties to give the city a fair 
notice of their suits within four months 
after their claims accrued. 


DREYER'S CASE I8 AGAIN POSTPONED. 


Dr. Hassert Testifies His Patient Is 


Improving, but Unable to Ap- 
pear in Court. 


The criminal prosecution of E. S. Dreyer 
and Robert S. Berger, constituting the de- 
funct banking firm of E. S. Dreyer & Co., 
was to have been resumed before Justice 
Hall yesterday, but another continuance 
unjil Feb. 10 was asked and granted, be- 
cause of Mr. Dreyer inability to be present. 

The bankers, who-were represented by Carl 
Meyer for the firm of Moran, Kraus & Mayer, 
their attorneys, had Dr. Gustav Hassert in 
court to testify to Mr. Dreyer’s physical 
condition. He said his patient was stlil suf- 
fering greatly from nervous and other dis- 
orders, and while he had improved some- 
what within the last two weeks, it would 
still be. exceedingly dangerous for him to 
submit to an examination in court. He be- 
lieved he would be strong enough within a 
few days to appear and answer to the com- 
plaint made against him. 

Mr. Berger was in court, ready for trial, 
but the attorney for the complainants was 
not willing to proceed with the case unless 
both defendants were present.

Health Commi loner Asserts Many of 
His Old Enemies Now Favor Him— 
Mayor Tells Why He Was Not Given 
the Public Works Portfolio—Ham- 
mond Produces a Petition—Talk of 
Prospective Candidates—Free Sil- 
ver Versus Payne.

Chief interest In the Mayoralty question 
seems to be centered just now upon a fight 
in the Thirty-second Ward over Health Com- 
missioner Kerr’s candidacy. A communica- 
tion from Charles L. Hammond, printed in 
THE TRIBUNE on Sunday morning and fol- 
lowed a day later by an interview with Con- 
gressmnan-elect Mann; virtually declaring 
his opposition to the Commissioner's aspira- 
tions, forced matters to open hostilities yes- 
terday. 

Mr. Kerr and his friends declared political 
affairs have undergone such changes in the 
Thirty-second Ward withig the last two 
years that he now has among his strongest 
supporters many men who were formerly 
not only against him, but with Mr. Mann. 

In his letter Mr. Hammond says Mr. Kerr 
cannot be nominated for or elected Mayor 
of Chicago this year for the same reason 
that prevented Mayor Swift from appoint- 
ing him Commissioner of Public Works. At 
the request of Mr. Kerr a committee com- 
posed of S. R. Udell, Will H. Moore, G. A. E. 
Koehler, Edward E. Smith, and Jacob P. 
Smith, called upon the Mayor to find out 
this reason. They reported that his Honor 
assured them he had no other motive in 
refusing to appoint Mr. Kerr than that he 
did not deem it good policy to take him out 
of the Health Department, where he had 
made a success; also that the milk dealers 
as well as prominent citizens protested 
against changing Health Commissioners. 


Hammond Shows a Petition. 


When Mayor Swift went into office it was 
thought he would place Mr. Kerr at the head 
of the Civil Service Commission. To show 
why he did not Mr. Hammond exhibited a 
petition yesterday bearing the signatures of 
fifty Hyde Park citizens protesting against 
him and at the same time made this remark: 

„Kerr Will not dare to run for Mayor.“ 

When asked what he had to say with refer- 
ence to all this the Commissioner repMed: 

„All I know about Hammond is he was de- 
feated two years ago, and by James R. Mann, 
for Central Committeeman from the Thirty- 
second Ward.” 

Mayor Swift was so oy J with the General 
Electric ordinance that he could not talk 
politics, but he confirmed the report made 
by the committee that called on him with 
reference to the Hammond communication. 

Mr. Hammond said he had something to 
give the public in the event Mr. Kerr remains 
in the race, but declined to make known yes- 
terday what it was. 

There was a strong and rising undercur- 
rent in the talk heard yesterday for Mayor 
Swift. W. D. Kent, ex-Commissioner of 
Public Works, said it looked to him as if mat- 
ters are shaping themselves to give Mr. 
Swift the nomination. 

He has said he would not take the office 
agaln,“ he said, but in affairs of this kind 
aman can reserve the right to change his 
opinion.“ 

Status of the Machine.

Ten Per Cent Reduction in Wages 
Causes Some Employes to Walk Out: 
Reduction at South Chicago.

A reduction of 10 per ceht in wages was an- 
nounced yesterday morning at the Maywood 
factory of Norton Bros., manufacturers of 
tin plate, tin cans, japanned ware, and spe- 
cial machinery. As a result a number of the 
employés struck. The strikers said last 
evening they expected to be joined today or 
in the near future by all the other employés 
of the cOmpany. ~ 

The officers of the company ridicule the 
strike and assert that only the unskilled 
labor, the boys and girle in the tin aan 
department, refused to accept the reduction. 
They declare the works will not be shut 
down. The machinists staid at work, and 
under the rules of the International Associa- 
tion of Machinists, of which they are mem- 
bers, cannot strike before submitting their 
grievances to their local union officers. 

The statement of the strikers, made 
through their committee, was as follows: 

Manager Ray Norton told us that owing 
to hard times and competition the factory 
would be operated at a less this year if wages 
were not reduced. We declined to accept the 
reduction and walked out. The works were 
Idle all the forenoon, but some of the men 
went to work after noon. We expect them 
to join us today. There are between 700 and 
800 employés at the two buildings in May- 
wood who earn from $5 to 818 a week. Many 

lece workers in various departments will 

e able to earn under the new scale only 80 
cents a day where they used to earn 51. 
We demand nothing except the retention of 
the old ecale.”’ a 

Edwin Norton, Vice-President of the com- 
pany, said: 

The strike is not worth mentioning. Not 
over 100 employés quit. They are unskilled, 
machine tenders, boys for the most part. 
All our men continued work. Only one of 
the several departments is affected. The 
works will not be shut down. We warned 
those who quit that unless they returned by 
noon, their places would be filled at once.“ 

The general wage reduction announced by 
the Ilinoile Steel company a month ago was 
quietly put in effect yesterday. At South 
Chicago it was accepted with quiet grum- 
bling, but without threatening to strike. The 
reduction, about which there has been con- 
siderable speculation since it was announced, 
is declared by the company to be a return to 
the wage scale of 1895. The reduction 
amounts to 10 per cent in most cases. Ton- 
nage men are not affected. Machinists, car- 
penters, and others are also scaled down 10 
per cent. The common laborers suffer com- 
paratively least of all, being reduced from 
$1.26% a day to $1.20, which is a reduction 
of about 5 per cent. Six blast furnaces are 
now in operation, one having been started up 
yesterday, and the plate mill has resumed dp- 
eration.

The land is improved with a five-story 
and basement brick building, the first story 
being used ag stores. The second story is 
finished for offices and the upper stories are 
open lofts. The building is not equipped 
with modern improvements, having no 
steam heat and only freight elevators. It 
covers practically the entire lot, with the 
exception of a small court at the northwest 
corner. A part of the building was occupied 
recently by Deane Bros. & Lincoln, who 
have moved to Michigan avenue. 


Rental of $44,000 Guaranteed. 

An interesting fact in connection with the 
Propbrty is that a rental of $44,000 a year 
for thirty years from Dec. 11, 1895, has bees 
guaranteed by the Union Elevated railroad 
company, settlements to be made with the 
owner each ninety days. Any shortage upon 
this rate must be paid by the company, and 
any excess above this rate is paid to the 
company upon the settlement days. A large 
part of the building is now vacant. 

The property is sold subject to a mortgage 
of $250,000, made last summer by Mr. Doanc 
to the Northwestern Mutual Life Insurance 
company of Milwaukee, running three years 
at 5 per cent interest. Deducting $01,865 as 
the value of the building leaves $17.50 a 
square foot eétablished by this sale as the 
value of the land. 

The property is regarded as attractive, 
owing to its proximity to the principal lines 
of transportation. In addition to this the 
Union elevated loop has constructed a sta- 
tion at the intersection of Wabash avenue 
and Randolph street, which, when the line’ 
is in full operation, will materially add to 
its desirability. This part of the siness 
district has greatly changed within the last 
year or two on account of the extension of 
the loop, and because of the improvements. 
including the new Trude Building on the op- 
posite corner, as well as the addition and 
alteration in Matthew Laflin's building; di-

Other Holdings of Mr. McCormick. 


In connection with this sale to Mr. Mc- 
Cormick it is interesting to note other pur- 
chases made by him in the down-town busi- 
ness center within the last few years. His 
holdings consist of some of the best prop- 
erty, and he has confined his operations al- 
most exclusively to corners. Some of his 
purchases are the old Major Block, now the 
Roanoke Building; the McCormick Block, 
and subsequently the forty feet adjoining

Mr. McCormick says the Atlas Block will 
not be altered at present, but an effort will

Mr. Doane, seller of the Atlas Block, is the 
owner of the building and leasehold at the 
southwest corner of Wa i avenue and 
Lake street, known as the Grocers’ Block, 
oocupled Franklin MacVeagh & Co., 
wholesale grocers, Upon this he has a ease 
of the ground for a long term of years, the 
exact expiration of which is optional with 
Mr. Doane. The ground has a frontage of 
169 feet on Wabash avenue and 114 feet on 
Lake street. The building is five stories and 
basement high. 


Terms of Mr. Doane’s Lease: 


In 1872 Mr. Doane leased this ground from 
Isaac H. Burch for a period of twenty-five 
years. The rent for the first term of a 
years was $8,000 a year, or on the basis of 
6 per cent on the valuation of $138,000. The 
rent for the rest of the term—twenty years 
was to be fixed by appraisal every ten years 
and was to be based on 6 per cent of the 
value of the ground, but in no case was it to 
be less than $8,000 a year. In accordance 
with the terms of the lease Mr. Doane was 
required to construct within that year a 
building to cover both the Wabash avenue 
ami Lake street frontages, to cost not less 
than $100,000. 

The lessor further agreed to loan the lessee 
$50,000 for a term of five years with interest 
at 5 per cent, funds to be advanced as the 
work progressed. The lessee has the au- 
thority to end the lease at the end of this 
twenty-five years’ term, which will be in 
March next, the lessor to purchase the 
building at the appraised valuation. 

Should the lessee not give the ten-days’ 
notice required the lease is thereby extended 
for thirty years, the rental to be fixed by 
appraisal as before. The lessee further has 
a second option of termination of this lease. 
Should he not do so it is extended for an- 
other term of thirty years, the same terms to 
apply; but at the end of this term the lease 
is terminated absolutely, the buildings to 
be purchased by the lessor at the then ap- 
praised value. | 

The appraisal to determine the rental is 
being made by a board of which Frank Mur- 
dock and Erskine M. Phelps are members.
